Segar, it is nnderatood, was written 
ont by Rev. Daniel Gould, the first 
settled mi sister in Bethel, who n 
ccivcd it from Mr. Segar. The truth- 


were aader the neoeesity of encamp¬ 
ing for tbe night; and a dismal night 
it was to as. I had often heard of| 
people being token by tbe Indiana, and 
I now fonnd myself ia this dreadful 
aitnatiea, not knowing what evils 
would befall nj, sad whether w< 
ahonld ever am onr friends again 
wham we wen sow leaving in anxiety, 
mese t ainty and diatxem. 

However, wo travelled and fownd a 
deserted amp, or hot, where Mr. 
Peter Aim tin had lived, while he 
falling tram, and making a form ; bat 
happily for him, he was now gone 
Here we tarried daring this distress 
ing night. The Indians entered tbe 
hot, and made search for plunder. 
They found some sugar, and two gnna 
—one they brake, and the other they 
took sway with them. It was now 
•o dark that we eonld go no farther. 
The Indiana ordered the prison era 
to lie down, and they laid down srannd 
them. Here we spent s gloomy night, 
which none can realise except those 
who have been in n like condition. 
After a sleep leas, distreming night, 
not knowing whan a day might bring 
forth, and being in the hands of eml 
and barbarous savages, we arose early 
in tha morning, even before it wn 
light j and lest wa should escape from 
them, or rim upon them, they tied

While these things were doing, an 
Indian came ont of the woods with 
Mr. Benjamin Clark, another priaon- 
whom he had taka. In the mean 
time Capt. Twitofaell, by watching hia 
had absconded, and had 
ao efiEsetaally s ee retad himself in the 
roods among the logs, that they eonld 
not find him : and night eoming on, 
he remained here dnriag the night. 
In the morning, he letarwJ home in 
eafoty to hia family, and rejoined with 
thos for hie dclivanmee from the 
power of the aavaaee of the vildar- 
Be m. Mrs. Clark nad accreted her¬ 
self withia a few rods of the Captain, 
where she lay all night, wholly mu 
te each other, mdH the man- 


house, when we came to it. He was 
making towards the honae; hnt see¬ 
ing the Indians at the house, he 
■lopped. The Indians discovered 
him, and called to him to come to 
them ; and he did. They then search¬ 
ed the house, and they found some 
sugar, and in a tab some cream. They 
put the iagar into the tub of cream, 
and they fell to eating like hogs, hnt 
they gave na none to eat Mrs Petteu- 
gill sad a number of ehildren were in 
the house, hnt they received no abase 
from them. 

After a short stay here, the Indians 
told Mr. Pettengill, that he must go 
with them to Canada. He told them 
i tnp ^ ] he had no shoes. They searched tha 
tiered \ ijo,,^ bat they fband none. They 
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then told him, that he might tarry at 
homa, bat charged him not to leave 
the house. 

We then went on, I should suppose, 
a mile or more, and were ordered 
to atop. Two of tfao Indiana went 
bade, and soon re turned, and Mr. 
Pettengill with them ; wa traveled 
some diataaee together. On a sudden, 
Mr. Pettengill waa missing. I thought 
they had sent him back; bat they 
killed him about half a mils from hia 
8<me days after, hia wifi 
diaoovered hia dad body in the hash¬ 
es, where they had left it Mr. Joseph 
Greely 8wu, with several others 
from Bethel, went and boned him. 
Hia body waa in a high state of pa- 
trefoetion, when boned.

Few were the youths throughout 
the kingdom of Prussia that were al¬ 
lowed to stay at home in that event¬ 
ful year of 1813. A war more terri¬ 
ble, more vindictive than any one thal 
had ever visited the continent of Eu¬ 
rope, was raging through the land, and 
the country could spare none of its 
defenders. Also the king had called 
hia people to arms by means of that 
famous prodimalien which will be 
considered for evermore aa one of the 
noblest documents in German history. 
TkiJ wera true to the emll—old and 
yoaag; they left their homes rushed 
to their colors, took up arms, sod 
never laid them down till the enemy 
were under the very walls of Pari*.
